and a postal employee have 
bought homes and come to 
them on the weekend. 

“As farming has declined, 
most farmers have not left 
the farms. They have simply 
taken off-the-farm jobs. They 
still keep cattle and raise their 
tobacco on the weekends.

THE EYES OF THE LORD 
by Pastor Cornelius R. Stam 

“The eyes of the Lord run to and fro throughout the 
whole earth, to show Himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose heart is perfect toward Him” (II Chron. 16:9). 

The meaning of this famous passage of Scripture is 
clear, and its truth has been demonstrated a thousand times 
over. God is constantly searching, as it were, for men whom 
He can bless and use in the fulfilling of His purposes, but 
for whom, and through whom, does He accomplish His 
ends? 

He does not need the world’s influential giants, for He 
says in Zech. 4:6: “Not by might, nor by power, but by 
My Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” He does not need the 
world’s great thinkers, for our Lord, while on earth, prayed: 
“Thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent, and 
hast revealed them unto babes. Even so, Father, for so it 
seemed good in Thy sight” (Matt. 11:25,26). Indeed, St. 
Paul declares, in I Cor. 3:19: “The wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God.” 

No, it is not upon the world’s great ones that God 
bestows His blessing and power; it is rather upon the 
humblest believer whose heart is right with Him.

His presence” (I Cor. 1:26-29).

Howdy Folks! We trust 
all the little ghosts and 
goblins have overcome the 
effects of the extra sugar in 
their systems and are back to 
normal! Their enthusiasm 
is contagious and you just 
can’t help but delight in the 
pronunciations of “Trick or 
Treat” and “Thank You” as 
Mom, Dad or older siblings 
coax the little ones in 
saying these all important 
phrases! That 4 thank-you’ 
phrase should be expressed 
by the candy industry as 
a Google search revealed 
that Americans will spend 
nearly $2 billion on sugary 
treats this Halloween as the 
October 31st holiday leads 
all holidays in candy sales! 
Even parents who normally 
opt for more nutritional 
snacks make candy on 
Halloween an exception, but 
sharing that bounty with, say 
grandparents, is important! 

All that candy needs to 
be washed down with lots of 
water and Kentuckians can be 
proud of the fact that 95% of 
the population have access to 
public water systems that are 
consistently producing high 
quality drinking water. The 
Kentucky Division of Water 
recently announced that of 
the seven states surrounding 
Kentucky, only Illinois has a 
higher rate of 98% of water 
service available to more of 
its citizens! The Division of 
Water stresses the importance 
of keeping the streams and 
rivers clean of trash and 
contaminants because 70% 
of all water used by the 
461 public water systems 
is obtained from streams, 
lakes and reservoirs. The 
Division of Water has even 
gone so far as to offer tips on 
how to keep yards in tip-top 
shape because healthy lawns 
help area streams and lakes 


by absorbing the rainwater 
and preventing soil erosion. 
By soaking up rainwater, 
lawns decrease the amount 
of storm water runoff that 
would otherwise funnel 
pollutants into the lakes 
and streams! Interestingly, 
Bracken County’s Nuisance 
Ordinance dictates that 
lawns be kept mowed, but in 
so doing, we are also helping 
to protect the water we drink! 
Now that is something that 
you just wouldn’t normally 
connect the dots with! 
What’s the old saying? You 
learn something new every 
day? 

Lots of folks already 
know this and are not 
learning anything new, but 
it is important to break down 
boxes before putting them 
into the recycling trailers! 
We have encountered 
many boxes recently that 
are not broken down and 
the packing material has 
not been removed. Last 
week someone had the 
good fortune of getting new 
kitchen cabinets and took the 
boxes to the Germantown 
trailer which was great, but 
we encourage you to give us a 
call if you have an enormous 
amount of cardboard such as 
this. Even though the trailer 
had been emptied earlier 
in the week, these large 
pieces of cardboard filled 
the trailer to overflowing 
and many of the boxes had 
to be left outside the trailer. 
Fortunately, someone saw 
these boxes and notified the 
County Maintenance Barn 
Supervisor who in turn called 
us. Because it was Friday and 
the Center does not take as 
much recycling material on 
that day, hauling the trailer 
was out of the question. 
Our solution was to take the 
cardboard out of the trailer, 


break down the remaining 
boxes, load them into the bed 
of the truck and deliver that 
to the Center. Another old 
saying is that there are tricks 
to every trade and after eight 
years we have discovered a 
few so we encourage you to 
give us a call when there is a 
large amount of cardboard to 
be recycled but any actions 
you take to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE helps 
to keep God’s earth clean, 
green and beautiful! Be 
seein’ you - Bin & Bug .

Let the Record reflect that 
the Court members received a 
copy of the vendor claims to 
be paid for all funds. 

Upon Motion of Scotty

The 
signage project for Augusta is 
approximately $3,000.00. Bill 
discussed areas throughout the 
county that have fact based 
involvement in the civil war/ 
battle. He asked for funds to 
continue the signage project 
to extend out into the county. 
The State will not recognize 
the County or Augusta for 
Civil War sites of battle and 
such without proper signage 
and historical information.

David Appelman, 
Bracken Co Extension Svc-

program will be available 
again this year. Applications 
for funds will be accepted 
now until October 10, 2012. 
These funds are used for 50/50 
projects, such as fencing, farm 
equipment, hay storage, & etc. 
The applicant needs to have 
100% of the funds available to 
pay for the project, after final 
payment, the applicant then 
submits proper documentation 
for 50% reimbursement. If 
an applicant didn’t use funds 
last year their personal score 
for receiving funds this year 
will be lowered. A state score 
sheet is used, the state added 
5 questions with the hopes of 
lowering the amount of “ties” 
between applicant scores. All 
proj ects accepted/ awarded 
have to be complete by August 
15,2013. The money for this 
is funded by cigarette sales in 
Kentucky. There is no limit 
to acreage to apply. There is 
a herd size regarding cattle/ 
equipment. This program 
started in the year 2000. 

Temporary Employee 
to be hired for switch 
grass project; Cost to be 
reimbursed by University 
Of Kentucky - Tom Keene, 
with UK, addressed the 
Court regarding the Bracken 
County Switch grass project. 
He advised that Switch grass 
provides energy. They are in 
the last phase of the second 
project. The pellets will be 
sent to EKP Power Plant for 
use. The project deadline is 
December 31, 2012 to be 
completed. Mr. Keene asked 
the court to hire 1 -2 temporary 
to work over the course of 
3 months. After 2-3 weeks, 
UK would take them as a 
temporary employee. While 
they are working for 2-3 weeks 
under Bracken County Fiscal 


Court, all expenses will be 
reimbursed by the University 
of Kentucky. There are 600 
bales of switch grass that will 
total 250 tons. The goal is to 
have 150-200 tons pelletized 
for EKP. 

Upon Motion of Scotty 
Lippert, seconded by Doug 
Smith, that the Court hire 1- 

2 temporary employees to 
grind/pelletize switch grass 
as well as deliver to EKP. All 
expenses are reimbursable by 
UK. Vote being unanimous. 

Mr. Keene advised that 
another 2 year project is 
coming up for Forage and 
Wildlife components of switch 
grass. At this time, there are 
6 farmers growing switch 
grass in Bracken County. The 
seeds can be bought from 2- 

3 companies in the state of 
Kentucky. It doesn’t reqire 
a high ph in soil to grow, just 
marginal soils.

Pursuant to the Judgment herein, the purchaser shall be required to assume and pay all ad 
valorem property taxes assessed against the property for 2012 and all subsequent years 
thereafter. The title interest of the parties to the lawsuit will be conveyed without warranty 
by the Master Commissioner to the purchaser and the purchaser shall receive a deed to 
property upon payment of the purchase price in full (and costs of sale, if applicable) and 
after confirmation of the sale by Bracken Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemption 
if the property does not sell for two-thirds of its appraised value.

On Saturday, October 20th the Warcats competed in the Tough Mudder which is an 
over 11 mile course with 22 obstacles throughout.
